parte’s favourites, meafures, or policc, 
or 
which can expofe them to his difplciifure, 
uulefs it may be fonwthing of a nature that 
they c»n tifeíl and at the fame time conceal.

and in this nianner was their fird Scilion un> 
der their new Monarch fpent. 


It would not have been a matter o f fur- 
prife on reviewing their conduA, to have 
feen them gravely employed in an addrefs 
of thanks to Bonaparte, for his great btnf fi- 
crncc and 
imperial diligence, in favlng them 
all trouble o f legiflating, by his abundance 
of arrutes» 
N o doubt thia will happen, or 
they will declare, on the next opportunity, 
all their funélinns at an end, and all lurthtr 
f íTi OP.S unneceffary. 


W i ll it be believed, that while this body 
of men, called legifl^tors,

lu the morning of the 6th we experienced a 
heat much greater than the preceding days. 
A b o u t fix in the evening a north weft wind 
arofe, bringing with it foroc thick clouds, 
which threatened a florm. but which infenfi- 
bly difperfed. 
A t balfpaft eight the wind 
began to blow from the north, which is call­ 
ed in Naples a land wind, and which is cold 
and dry in winter, and hot in fummer. 
It 
was on that day much colder than ufual, and 
continued for about an hour. 
A t 
three 
quarters part n»»e, the fea,- which had been 
txtremely tranquil during the day, began to 
be diOurbed. 
Several perfons who where 
bathing felt the earth fail them under their 
feet, and the fiih mounted to the furfacc o f 
the water, and appeared agitated in an e x 
traordinary manner. 


A t length, at three minutes before ten, 
a ihock of an earthquake was féít, at firft 
with a

tremblirig, 
and 
afterwards

thofe Which precede volcanic eruptions, but 
weaker.

and dials in the city, as w<*H puKlic as private, 
(lopped at three minutes before t e n , 
the 
prerife moment of the firft fliock. 


Wehii've not yet received any news from 
Calabria or Sicily. 
T h e damage done at 
C-ipua is happily Icfe than was 
flated : 20 
foldiers perilhed under the ruins of the bar­ 
racks of Sante-Marie ; ffveral horfei were 
alfo killed. 
In the province o f Sî^lèeno, 
and in the three provinces o f I.a iPouille, 
the ihock was much (lighter ; but in the 
county of Molile 'he dnmape done is very 
confiderable. 
T h e toWn of Iferno is entirely 
deilroyed. 
From the officinl report« o f the 
Governor, who arrived here yefterday, it 
appears that more than 
3000 dead bodies 
have been already dug from the ruins, and 
the fcarch is continuing. 


JjV-rno contained about 7000 inhabitants, 
a fixth pirt of whom are fuppofed to have 
pfrühed. CampobalTo. BaiTanello. Loppizuto, 
Pieriabondante Macchia, and fome 
other 
fmall p ' . j c c s in the county of M olife are alfo 
nearly defiroy-^d. It is fuppofed that ao.ooo

From an obfervation o f the places whero 
domage has been done, it appears that \he 
earthquake took a direction from fea to L a 
in a line which might be drawn from the

It is frtred that great damage has been don» 
at Briano. 
the ancient c^pial^of :he Sam- 
nites, which has already been iVveraJ, times 
deilrc y d by the fame misfortune. 


As t o the city of Naples the regiOers of 
the polite only ilate the number ot dears U 
be fi^ur ; that of wounded is inconfidersble 
— a cirfOmftance whiih is almofl a miracle 
in the mièft of fo nisny ruins and fo much 
tumult among the inhabitants.

He was unanimouflv* elf Afd to the cam- 
mind of the CollegeCorpi when it was form- 
ed in 1797, and appeared about I mouth 
ago on parade, for the lad time.
